The  road  to  a  number  one  ranking  for  small  colleges  was  surely 
a  feasible  task  for  the  Shepherd  College  football  team  this  year. 
The  Rams  were  easily  sailing  along  with  a  6-0  record  with  vic- 
tories over  such  rivals  as  Shippensburg,  Glenville  State,  West 
Liberty,  Bluefield  State,  Salem,  and  West  Virginia  Wesleyan. 

In  the  following  weekend,  October  21,  Shepherd  was  to  play  a 
game  billed  as  one  of  the  top  small  college  contests  nationwide 
for  year,  as  stated  by  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  (NAIA).  Head  Coach  Walter  Barr's  gridders  were  to 
face  the  Concord  Mountain  Lions  in  the  toughest  physical,  as 
well  as  mental,  game  of  the  year. 

Unfortunately,  the  Rams  fell  to  the  Mountain  Lions  by  the  ex- 
pected close  score  of  18-15.  The  Rams  eventually  ended  the 
season  with  an  overall  record  of  74,  with  a  record  of  64  in  the 
WVIAC,  but  not  until  Shepherd  won  its  second  divisional  title  in 
three  years. 


The  Rams  then  received  a  post  season  bid  to  the  Coal  Bowl,  for 
the  determination  of  the  state  title,  and  disappointingly  lost 
again  to  Concord,  35-14.  Despite  the  end  of  a  frustrating 
season  with  four  losses,  the  Rams  excelled  with  noteworthy 
team  success. 

For  starters,  the  Rams  established  itself  as  a  small  college  foot- 
ball power  ranking  as  high  as  third  this  season  in  the  weekly 
NAIA  poll  —  marking  the  highest  ranking  for  any  Shepherd 
athletic  team.  Also  adding  to  its  list  of  achievements,  the  Rams 
had  compiled  a  34-10-0  record  over  the  past  four  seasons  — 
truly  a  remarkable  feat  in  itself. 

Individual  honors  were  also  exceptional  for  this  years'  squad. 
Halfback  Wayne  Wilson  and  defensive  end  Larry  Salley  were 
tagged  as  Honorable  Mention  Ail-Americans  by  the  NAIA  The 
announcement  marked  for  the  first  time  in  Ram  football  history 
that  Shepherd  has  had  two  players  in  a  single  season  earn  All- 
American  status,  and  it  brings  the  college's  total  number  of  all- 
time  Ail-Americans  to  five,  according  to  unofficial  records. 


Wilson,  a  6'3",  210  pound  senior,  led  Shepherd  in  the  rushing 
department  this  season,  gaining  665  yards  on  129  carries.  He 
averaged  5.1  yards  per  rush  and  scored  three  touchdowns.  To 
top  all  of  these  feats,  Wilson  learned  in  the  spring  that  he  was 
an  early  round  draft  choice  to  the  NFL's  Houston  Oilers  —  the 
biggest  sport  news  to  hit  Shepherd  College. 

Larry  Salley,  a  6'2",  224  pound  defensive  end,  was  also  a  four- 
year  starter  who  helped  boost  Shepherd  to  a  34-10  record  over 
the  past  four  seasons.  Salley,  whose  brother  Ernie  earned  All- 
American  status  at  the  University  of  Maryland  last  year,  has 
been  an  All-WVLAC  selection  for  the  past  two  seasons  and  he 
led  the  Rams  in  quarterback  sacks  with  eight  last  season. 

Quarterbacks  Stockton  Wright  and  Ken  Belchik  kept  the  Rams 
moving  both  in  the  air  and  assisting  with  superb  hand-offs  for  a 
total  3525  offensive  yards  this  season.  Also  offensive  minded, 
the  Rams  ended  the  season  with  a  2594  yards  rushing  and  931 
yards  passing. 


Bruce  Widows  and  Tim  Cook  led  the  team  in  tackles  with  the 
aid  of  outstanding  players  Mike  Essis,  John  Forbes  and  Larry 
Jehle. 

Next  year's  squad  must  rebuild  after  the  loss  of  14  starters  off 
last  year's  Northern  Division  Champion  Football  team. 
Recruiting  is  top  priority  this  spring  for  Coach  Walter  Barr  with 
the  signing  of  seven  players  for  lineman  and  linebacker  posi- 
tions, which  Shepherd  lost  heavily  in  graduation. 

Spring  football  forecasted  next  season  for  the  squad  is  surely 
not  a  year  of  mediocrity.  "We've  worked  hard  on  our  defense 
and  the  results  are  impressive,"  said  Barr.  "The  enthusiasm  of 
the  whole  team  is  good.  We  have  signed  some  big  linemen  who 
could  help  us  this  year,  and  we've  signed  some  good  defensive 
people,  too."  Look  for  a  young  squad  next  year,  but  one  full  of 
eagerness  to  learn  and  work. 
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The  1978-79  season  for  the  Shepherd  College  Men's  Basketball  Team  was  one  of  "ups  and  downs"  for  Coach  Bob  Starkey 
and  the  players. 

First,  it  was  the  loss  of  two  key  players  because  of  academic  problems.  Then  the  young,  smallish  Rams  ran  up  an 
11-game  winning  streak  in  the  early  season  much  to  the  delight  of  coach,  players,  and  fans  alike,  only  to  be  followed 
by  7  losses  in  the  subsequent  8  games. 

Despite  the  topsy-turvey  season,  the  Shepherd  Rams  ended  the  year  with  a  16-12  record.  It  was  noticeable  to  all 
that  the  Rams  were  in  need  of  help  in  the  forecourt  all  season.  The  loss  of  three  key  big  men  last  year  left  the 
team  without  depth  or  experience  under  the  basket. 

Freshman  Craig  Dixon  was  one  such  player  forced  to  pick  up  the  pace  of  the  clashing  team  as  a  whole  in  stiff  competition 
at  the  forward  position.  Dixon  performed  well,  averaging  12  points  per  game.  Chuck  Hipp  at  the  center  position 
came  to  be  one  of  the  most  improved  players  of  this  year's  squad.  Out  front,  wingman  Larry  Cain  and  John  Koepke 
contributed  to  lead  the  Rams  in  scoring  with  15  and  16  points,  respectively.  Senior  guard  Bob  Dickman  also  paced 
the  Ram's  effort  in  ballhandling  and  assists. 

Junior  wingman,  Larry  Cain,  was  particularly  recognized  by  Coach  Bob  Starkey  as  "the  surprise  of  the  season.  Larry 
has  provided  the  leadership  and  consistency  we  needed  from  him  this  year,"  concluded  Starkey.  "He's  an  all-around 
type  basketball  player  who  can  take  charge  when  you  need  him  most." 

Larry  Cain  as  well  as  three  other  returning  starters  will  pace  the  Shepherd  College  Men's  Basketball  Team's  fortunes 
next  year.  Successful  recruiting  has  also  enhanced  Shepherd's  bid  for  a  team  with  depth  and  experience  for  next 
year's  VWIAC  tournament. 

*A  special  note  of  congratulations  is  extended  to  Shepherd  College  head  basketball  coach  Bob  Starkey  for  his 
honor  received,  "A  Medallion  of  Excellence,"  for  winning  200  collegiate  basketball  games.  The  honor  was  presented 
by  West  Virginia  Secretary  of  State  A.  James  Manchin. 

Starkey,  who  has  directed  the  Rams  to  a  decade  of  winning,  currently  posts  a  208-95  record  at  Shepherd,  including 
five  seasons  in  which  his  teams  won  20  or  more  games. 
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Unheralded  praise  was  awarded  the  Shepherd  College 
Women's  Tennis  Team  as  they  compounded  a  perfect  11-0 
regular  season  —  the  first  in  the  school's  history. 

This  relentless  and  competitive  spirit  shown  by  the  Women  net- 
ters  was  exhibited  at  the  state  tournament  in  Charleston,  West 
Virginia.  Here,  the  team  finished  second  behind  powerhouse 
West  Virginia  Wesleyan  in  the  WVIAA  Tennis  Tournament. 

The  team  of  Pam  Pierce  and  Kitty  Thornton  took  state  cham- 
pionship honors  in  doubles  competition  as  three  of  four  singles 
players  advanced  to  the  finals  before  losing  in  hard  fought 
matches. 


Prior  to  this  outstanding  showing  in  state  tournament,  the  Lady 
Netters  played  five  teams  in  road  matches  in  a  matter  of  eight 
days.  The  teams  succumbing  to  Shepherd  here  were:  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan,  Fairmont  State,  Mount  St  Mary's,  Concord 
and  Morris  Harvey. 

This  year's  team  was  comprised  of  Pam  Pierce,  Joanne 
Heckman,  Brenda  Hummer,  Janet  Heneghan,  Kelley  Cain, 
Kitty  Thornton,  and  Robin  Schaeffer. 

In  his  third  year  as  the  women's  coach,  Roger  Parker  surmised 
the  season  as  follows,  "We  played  excellent,  with  no  letdowns; 
everybody  played  well."  Coach  Parker  predicted  a  first  place 
finish  in  next  year's  tournament.  All  team  members  will  be 
returning  and  Parker  feels  the  team  is  steadily  improving. 
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The  Shepherd  College  Men's  Tennis  Team  can  surely  boast  a 
great  season  this  1979  year  with  a  final  overall  record  of  11-4. 

The  awesome  Shepherd  Netmen  not  only  captured  four 
singles  championships  and  swept  all  three  titles  at  the  West 
Virginia  Conference  Men's  Tournament,  but  for  the  second 
time  in  three  years,  the  team  was  awarded  the  Conference 
Crown.  This  championship  served  as  the  qualifying  tourna- 
ment for  the  NAIA  Tournament  in  Kansas  City,  Montana. 

Ram  netters  Kurt  Brown,  Stockton  Wright,  John  Keopke  and 
Dave  Wells,  along  with  the  rest  of  the  team,  succeeded  in  plac- 
ing 27th  out  of  46  teams  competing  in  the  National  Men's 
Tennis  Championships. 

After  several  nonconference  warmup  competitions  in 
preseason,  the  Men's  team  made  an  impressive  WVIAC  debut 
by  sweeping  Morris  Harvey  9-0  and  surprised  West  Liberty  7-2 
to  take  an  early  2-0  conference  record  lead.  At  that  time,  the 
Rams  had  a  decisive  9-2  overall  record. 

Next  year's  team  will  find  the  loss  of  key  players  but  the  team 
should  maintain  power  to  stay  in  tournament  contention.

They  could  be  heard  approaching  Shepherd  College  . . .  "we 
got  the  swimmin'  blues,  we  got  the  swimmin'  blues."  The  pop- 
ular chorus  of  the  song  of  the  Shepherd  College  Men's  Swim 
Team  was  not  representative  of  the  successful  season  the  swim- 
mers put  together  this  year. 

Sporting  a  record  of  6-6  for  the  dual  meet  season,  the 
Shepherd  swimmers  "fame  and  glory"  did  not  significantly 
come  until  they  boarded  the  Shepherd  van  and  competed  in 
the  annual  Tri-State  swimming  competitions  at  York,  Pa.  The 
entire  team,  spurred  on  by  a  few  faithful  Shepherd  student 
followers,  combined  to  set  eleven  new  school  records  and  one 
tri-state  record.  This  performance  was  good  enough  to  place 
Shepherd  in  second  place  out  of  ten  representative  teams  at 
the  competitions. 

Coach  Rick  Gibson  cites  that  this  was  a  200  percent  im- 
provement over  last  year's  performance  when  Shepherd's 
swimmers  finished  seventh  in  the  competition. 

The  Rams,  with  85  total  points  at  Tri-States,  placed  second 
behind  Towson  State  with  five  swimmers  qualifying  for  the 
NAIA  Nationals  in  Huntsville,  Alabama,  on  March  8,  9,  and  10. 

Individual  standouts  for  the  team  were  first  Nationalist 
bound  swimmer  Charlie  Chiamardas,  the  only  Shepherd  swim- 
mer to  qualify  for  Nationals  in  two  events,  in  the  1650  freestyle 
and  the  800  yard  free  relay  with  teammates  Mark  Shoap,  Rich 
Askin  and  Mke  Miller.  This  is  also  the  first  Shepherd  relay  team 
to  qualify  for  Nationals.  The  other  individual  qualifier  for 
Shepherd  was  Tim  Koerner  in  the  200  yard  breastroke  com- 
petition. 

Failing  to  qualify  for  Nationals  but  instrumental  in  adding  to 
the  team  spirit  and  competitiveness  were  Team  Captain  Al 
Herlinger,  who  came  just  .5  seconds  short  from  qualifying  for 
Nationals;  sophomore  Rick  Bloss,  who  broke  many  of  his  own 
personal  records;  and  Jim  Botsford,  who  teamed  with  the 
others  for  great  individual  performances. 

Nationals,  at  Huntsville,  Alabama,  did  not  provide  Shepherd 
with  an  All-American  but  the  five  swimmers  who  did  qualify 
received  an  invaluable  learning  experience  from  the  stiffest 
competition  in  the  nation. 

There  were  no  graduates  in  this  years'  Men's  Swim  Team  so 
next  year  looks  "better  than  ever",  according  to  Coach  Gibson. 
"I  already  have  goals  for  next  year.  We're  gonna  make  a  better 
challenge  for  first  place  in  Tri-States  and  have  an  All-American 
in  Nationals."  Those  may  be  tall  orders  to  fulfill,  but  Coach  Gib- 
son is  confident  and  so  are  the  swimmers,  or  as  we  all  know 
them  as,  "Ricky's  Rockets."

This  year's  Lady  Rams'  Basketball  Team  experienced  a  "down" 
season  but  many  individual  players  came  forth  and  excelled  for 
the  team. 

The  final  overall  record  of  the  Lady  Rams  was  4-15  with  the 
conference  record  set  at  0-8. 

In  most  significant  post-season  play,  the  Shepherd  College 
Women's  Basketball  Team  split  two  games  at  the  Gallaudet 
College  Invitational  tournament.  The  Lady  Rams  won  the  first 
game  decisively,  82-49,  against  opponents  from  John  Hopkins 
University.  In  the  second  game  against  Hood  College,  the  Lady 
Rams  did  not  fair  as  well  as  the  team  succumbed  to  a  66-56 
defeat. 

The  team  then  hit  the  road  again  and  traveled  to  Buchhan- 
nonn,  West  Virginia,  for  the  WVIAA  Tournament  the  weekend 
of  February  23  and  lost  in  the  first  round  to  the  top-ranked 
leaders  of  West  Liberty.  The  Lady  Rams'  conference  record  of 
0-7  placed  them  at  the  bottom  of  the  pairing  with  the  first  game 
match  against  the  first  place  team;  truly  a  difficult  feat  to 
overcome. 

Despite  the  conference  record,  the  Lady  Rams  have  many 
players  recognized  for  their  personal  season  excellence.  Scor- 
ing and  rebounding  leader  on  the  team  is  June  Eggleton, 
averaging  13  points  per  game  and  15.8  rebounds  per  game  for 
208  total  points  and  237  rebounds.  Other  high  point  leaders 
contributing  to  the  team  are  Cheryl  Roberts  who  averaged  12.1 
PPG  and  7.8  RPG;  Dawn  "Peachy"  Meadows  with  11.8  PPG 
and  Dorinda  Tague,  averaging  11.4  PPG. 

Look  for  league  experience  and  skill  to  aid  the  Shepherd 
College  Women's  Basketball  Team  next  year.  This  optimistic 
Lady  Rams'  Basketball  squad  will  be  ranked  high  in  the  stiff 
standings  among  the  league  competition. 


Softball 


Displaying  an  outstanding  performance  in  a  field  that  was  very 
new  to  Shepherd,  the  Women's  Softball  Team  ended  it's 
season  with  a  third-place  finish  in  the  WVIAC  Tournament  held 
in  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  The  Lady  Rams  completed  their 
season  with  an  overall  12-7  record,  4-3  in  the  conference,  and 
also  finished  fourth  in  the  Metropolitan  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment held  in  Towson,  Maryland. 
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The  Shepherd  College  Men's  Baseball 
team  went  through  a  rebuilding  year  this 
season  due  to  last  year's  graduating 
players.  Tournament  play  was  not 
destined  for  the  team  this  year,  but  the 
team  did  finish  the  up-and-down  season 
with  a  positive  attitude  for  next  year  with 
no  graduating  players  on  the  squad. 
The  team's  final  record  of  9-7  in  the 
conference  and  10-14  overall  exhibited 
the  experience  needed  by  the  young 
squad. 

Over  spring  break,  March  12-17,  the 
team  began  three  months  of  exhibition 
and  season  play  The  Rams  traveled  to 
South  Carolina  to  begin  early  with 
scheduled  pre-season  exhibition  con- 
frontations. Although  the  team  came 
back  from  its  South  Carolina  tour  with 
four  losses,  to  baseball  power  The 
Citadel  and  NAIA  top-ranked  Coastal 
Carolina,  the  team  as  a  whole  was  very 
optimistic  about  the  coming  regular 
season. 


According  to  head  coach  Mike  Jacobs, 
"The  trip  down  South  was  the  best  thing 
that's  happened  to  the  Rams'  baseball 


program  in  ages."  The  team  practiced 
six  times  and  played  four  games  in  a 
matter  of  eight  days.  "This  trip  gave  us 
the  chance  to  see  what  our  young  kids 
can  do  in  game  situations,"  said  Jacobs. 

The  "young  kids"  exhibited  pre-season 
experience  by  opening  the  regular 
season  at  home  with  a  convincing  8-2 
romp  over  Oneonta  College  of  New 
York  on  March  22. 

Four  other  games  were  scheduled  the 
next  week  when  "monsoon"  weather 
struck  the  feam  forcing  the  cancellation 
of  the  three  games  and  shadowing  the 
up-coming  season  for  the  team.  At  this 
point,  the  Men's  Baseball  squad  held  at 
5-5,  with  a  4-1  record  in  the  tough  West 
Virginia  Conference. 

Success  glided  the  team  along  as  the 
weather  continued  to  plague  league 
play.  In  the  week  of  April  23,  the 
Shepherd  Rams  were  ranked  third  and 
enjoyed  a  6-6  game  standing  in  the 
Southern  Conference.  According  to 
Coach  Jacobs,  "This  next  week  will 
determine  whether  Shepherd  will  make 
the  conference  playoffs." 


But  the  playoffs  were  not  in  the  picture 
for  the  team's  future,  as  powerhouse 
and  number  one  ranked  West  Virginia 
State  spoiled  the  Rams'  hopes  for 
playoff  contention. 

Next  Year's  team  will  find  a  rough,  ex- 
perienced squad  with  all  players  return- 
ing to  the  team.  Graduation  claimed  no 
player  and  Coach  Jacobs  looks  forward 
to  a  strong  team  with  the  starting 
freshmen  having  had  a  full  season  play 
behind  them. 

Unusual  for  a  Shepherd  College  sports' 
team  and  recruiting-minded  college,  the 
outstanding  "home  grown"  talent  led 
the  Shepherd  College  team  this  year. 
Recruiting  was  close  to  home  with  Jef- 
ferson High  School  in  nearby  Shenan- 
doah Junction,  West  Virginia,  providing 
four  starters  to  Coach  Jacobs'  line  up. 
These  players  provided  the  keystone  to 
the  team's  offensive  and  defensive 
strength,  and  included  Steve  Diehl, 
John  D'Angelo,  Bobby  Jones  and 
Randy  Rutherford. 

Steve  Diehl  was  selected  as  an 
honorable  mention  All-Conference  out- 
fielder last  year  and  again  this  year  held 
his  own  in  hitting  and  runs  scored. 
Bobby  Jones  was  the  1979  surprise 
player  with  a  batting  average  of  .396  by 
the  end  of  April.  All-time  home  run  hit- 
ter Dave  Hearn  experienced  another 
successful  season  by  stirring  the  crowd 
with  his  bat  directed  towards  Shaw 
Hall's  roof:  a  shot  of  merely  484  feet 
from  the  home  plate. 

Look  forward  to  another  exciting 
season  next  year  with  returning  starters 
with  more  experience  and  ambition. 
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Coach  Ed  Fincham  made  predictions  early  this  year 
for  the  Men's  Golf  season  by  stating,  "We're  a 
young  and  inexperienced  team,  and  this  is  going  to 
be  a  rebuilding  year  for  us." 

Predictions  turned  into  reality  for  the  Shepherd 
Rams'  Golfers  as  the  team  finished  with  a  fair 
season  record.  The  team  ended  up  fifth  out  of  a  12 
team  field  in  the  West  Virginia  Conference  Division 
Golf  Tournament  held  April  5th  and  6th.

8. 

Junior  player  and  team  captain,  Bill  Zaleski,  ac- 
cording to  Coach  Fincham,  "has  great  ability  and 
knowledge  to  the  game  —  about  as  solid  as  any 
player  in  the  conference."  Zaleski  averages  better 
than  a  78  for  the  season.  His  father  is  a  golf  pro  in 
Warrentown,  Virginia,  and  Zaleski  provided  the 
team  with  the  only  experience  for  the  season. 

The  remainder  of  the  team  who  battled  for  place 
positions  all  season  were  Craig  Manford,  Charlie 
Carpenter,  Scott  Kitching,  David  Gray,  Mark 
Maslanik  and  Doug  Smith. 

Next  season  promises  to  find  the  Men's  Golf  Team 
with  more  tournament  experience  and  a  solid  team 
with  knowledge  of  the  game.
